New York. Sept 13—Violence In 


the -traction strike broke out during 
the middle of the forenoon today and 
Increased hourly. Earlier in the day 
dynamite found In the Brooklyn sec- 
tion of the subway led the police to 
believe that an attempt had been 
made to blow up the tube. 


The first street disorder occurred 


about 9 a. m. 
Calls for police came 


in rapid succession thereafter and by 
ten-thirty o'clock 14 Arrests had been 
made. 


The most serious riot occurred at 


Fourth avenue and 23rd street when 
a crowd numbering 500 blocked the 
track and refused to let a surface car 
proceed. At a signal from the mob's 
leader the car was stormed and the 
motorman, conductor and two other 
traction employes dragged to the 
street. 


Police reserves were rush*! to the
